Candidates respond with no surprise s at forum

There were few surprises from the five City 
Council candidates at last Tuesday’s forum at Si¬ 
erra Madre Kiwanis Club. Mostly, they reviewed 
their opinions on the city’s water supply, our 
Police Department, city finances, and land devel¬ 
opment in Sierra Madre. 

In the order of their appearance. Challenger 
Bill Tice said that although the budget was a 
major issue, he was not in favor of taxes. He 
said that one idea for making money for the city 
could be to have residents compost the city’s soft 
trash and sell it. He also supported everyone’s 
volunteering to pay an extra $100 a year to the 
city to relieve some of the financial problems. 

Tice suggested that Sierra Madre groups such 
as Kiwanis Club support a senior citizen volun¬ 
teer roster to assist the police in enforcement. He 
thought that might alleviate some of the robberies 
in Sierra Madre. 

He mentioned, also, that people near the 
once-proposed golf driving range (near the set¬ 
tling basins) are not in favor of such a project. In 
fact, he said, neighbors in that area near Heasley 
and Dapper Fields (where youth and adults play 
baseball and softball) have bushel baskets ftill of 
balls collected during games. 

Incumbent Gary Adams said that Sierra Mad¬ 
re, along with other small cities, faces difficult 
times. Finances have always been a problem— 
"they are a means to accomplish an end. 

"Because the state took a significant portion 
of the property taxes. Sierra Madre has had to 
find a way to raise money to return to the re¬ 
serves. That way was through the utility fee at 6 
percent which will raise $600,000 per year in re-

With the first mosquito bite during the 
Wistaria Fete came the realization that it’s 
time for the hoards to come zooming 
down on Sierra Madreans, as well as oth¬ 
ers in the foothill communities. It’s time 
for everyone to check home areas that 
would make perfect breeding areas for the 
pests. 

Where to look? Ornamental ponds, 
swimming pools, animal water troughs, 
boats, vases, buckets left outside in the 
garden. All usable containers should be 
stored upside "down. Boats should not 
store bilge water. Animal troughs should 
be cleaned every week. Pool filters should 
be operated daily. Chlorine will not kill 
mosquito larvae. Ornamental water ponds 
should be stocked with mosquito fish. 

All mosquitoes must have water in 
which to complete their life cycle. Only 
seven days are required to complete their 
life cycle (egg to adult) during warm 
weather. 

Mosquitoes do not develop in grass or 
shrubbery although flying adults frequent¬ 
ly rest in these areas during the daylight 
house. Only the female mosquito bites to 
obtain blood meal and she, may live as 
long as three weeks during the summer or 
many months over the winter in order to 
lay her eggs in the following spring. 

The mosquito life cycle begins with 
the eggs. Most common mosquitoes lay 
egg rafts that float on the water. Each raft 
contains from 1(X) to 4(X) eggs and within 
a few days the eggs hatch into larvae. 

The larvae or "wiggler" comes to the 
surface to breathe through a tube called a 
siphon., It sheds its skin or molts four 
times during the next several days. It 
grows rapidly between each molt. On the 
fourth molt it changes into a pupa.. 

The pupa or "tumbler" cannot eat. It 
; breathes*llTro«gh'tw^ tobes-ion its back. 

The adult mosquito grows inside the pupa 
i and in two days or so, when it is fully 
developed, it splits the pupal skin and 
emerges to complete the life cycle or 
metamorphosis of the mosquito. 

The newly emerged adult nests on the 
surface of the water until it is strong 
enough to fly away and feed. And thus 
begins the Cycle once more.

1 recently inherited a desert tortoise. The previous 
owner advised not to feed lettuce, but 1 thought 
tortoises liked lettuce. Is this ok? 

While it is true that tortoises like lettuce the way 
people like donuts, in neither case is there much 
nutritional value. Wild tortoises consume a high- 
roughage, moderate-protein, low fat diet; this can 
only be approximated in captivity. Adult tortoises 
should be allowed to graze on grass lawns or wild 
grasses. Dandelions, clover, alfalfa hay, rose ^tals, 
hibiscus and nasturtium flowers are all good ’natu¬ 
ral" food. Thawed frozen vegetables, sprouts, spin¬ 
ach, Swiss chard, tofu soybean curd, and occasional 
fruits and melons are good sources also. Good 
occasional protein supplements are water-packed 
tuna, diced chicken, and low fat dry dog food. An
